Growing  under  such  varied 
conditions  from  the  chill  snowy  wastes  of  the 
North  to  the  steaming  jungles  of  the  Amazon, 
from  the  wind  driven  spray  of  the  seacoast  to 
the  tops  of  lofty  Andean  mountains,  it  is  no 
wonder  they  exist  in  an  infinite  variety  of  forms. 
They  may  range  in  size  from  tiny  button-like 
Mamillarias  to  huge  Cereus,  60  feet  tall,  and 
weighing  many  tonsl 

Yet  in  your  home,  growing  in  window  box  or 
on  tables  or  shelves  built  for  the  purpose,  they 
will  be  quite  content  thriving  long  after  more 
delicate  plants  have  become  but  memories.  Few 
plants  will  live  at  all  in  the  house  during  win¬ 
ter  when  the  furnace  or  radiator  are  going, 
but  in  Cacti  you  have  a  whole  family  perfectly 
at  home  under  just  such  conditions.

Any  of  the  plants  offered  in 
this  catalog  are  suitable  for  the  beginner  and 
all  of  the  collections  offered  are  made  up  with 
the  beginner's  needs  in  view.  I  will  help  you 
in  every  way  to  have  success  even  to  guar¬ 
anteeing  to  replace  any  plant  you  lose  during 
the  first  30  days.

How  Cacti  Grow  Wild 

True  Cacti  are  found  only  in  the  Americas. 
The  many  similar  plants  found  growing  in 
Africa,  such  as  the  Starfish  Flowers  and 
Euphorbias,  should  be  classed  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  heading  of  "Succulents."  You  will  find 
them  described  near  the  back  of  this  catalog 
and  they  make  a  most  interesting  company, 
with  many  of  the  oddest  and  most  curious 
plants  among  them. 

Generally  speaking.  Cacti  are  plants  of  des¬ 
erts  or  semi-deserts.  They  are  enabled  to  with¬ 
stand  the  heat  and  lack  of  water  principally 
because  they  can  store  great  quantities  of 
moisture  within  their  stems  in  a  mucilage-like 
state.  Covering  the  plants  is  a  thick  skin 
almost  impervious  to  water  and  often  an  arma¬ 
ment  of  interlacing  spines  for  further  protec¬ 
tion.  The  feeding  roots  are  near  the  surface 
and  are  covered  with  a  spongy  layer  so  that 
they  pick  up  the  least  moisture  that  falls  and 
quickly  store  it.  Thus  you  see  with  their  com¬ 
pact,  round  form  they  are  well  equipped  to 
care  for  themselves. 

Our  Western  Cactus  Deserts  consist  of  range 
after  range  of  ancient,  craggy  and  treeless 
mountains  separated  by  wide  rolling  slopes 
of  gravelly  soil  sparsely  and  thinly  covered 
with  scattered  bushes.  For  hundreds  of  miles 
beyond  the  purple  and  gold  horizon  the  moun¬ 
tains  rise  in  rich  and  rugged  splendor.  Strange 
as  it  may  seem.  Cacti  seek  the  steeper  slopes, 
preferring  to  snuggle  in  the  soil  pockets  on  the 
sun-drenched,  boulder  strewn  mountain  sides. 
Our  Barrel  Cacti  in  particular  seek  out  the 
boldest,  most  exposed  volcanic  shoulders,  de¬ 
lighting  in  the  fierce  burning  heat  of  the  mid¬ 
summer  sun. 

Other  types,  principally  from  South  Amer¬ 
ica,  like  cooler,  shadier  conditions,  at  least  in 
our  gardens.
